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County Bounces In, Out of Debt 


By Jon Thompson 


Crawford County, coming off two straight years of defi- 
cits, is headed in that direction again for 1985. 

The couniy puiled its head briefly out of water on 
February 14th of this year, but by February 20th it was again 
headed for a deficit. 

Here’s a brief look at how the county slipped in and out of 
deficit during the last three and a half months: 

Dec. 18, 1984 

County commissioners anticipate no deficit for 1984 after 

transferring $50,000 from county tax delinquent fund. 
Dec. 27, 1984 

Commissioners allocate another $5,000 to airport out of 
1985 budget, the $5,000 is taken from the 1985 budget stabili- 
zation fund reducing it from $21,258 to $16,258. 

Jan. 31, 1985 

County learns 1984 deficit is still $21,517. The 1985 budget 
stabilization fund has only $16,258 — not enough to cover the 
1984 debt — leaving a projected $5,259 deficit for 1985. 

The county is bailed out of debt, however, when $35,000 in 
unanticipated funds arrive through revenue sharing. Instead 
of a projected $5,259 debt, the county now has an extra $29,741 
in the 1985 budget stabililzation fund. 


District Seeks 3-Yr. Millage 


Feb, 14, 1985 
County receives an unexpected rebate of $5,844 from 
Four Mile Road preject. The 1985 budget stabilization fund 


grows to $35,585. 


Commissioners buy two unbudgeted police cars for 
$23,156, two unbudgeted typewriters for $1,600, and give the 
Grayling Regional Chamber of Commerce $500. The stabili- 
zation fund is at $10,328, 


Feb. 20, 1985 
County hires an attorney to negotiate four union con- 
tracts. Union personnel estimate his fees could be about 
$10,800, estimating 15 days of work. The cost of the attorney 
would put the stabilization fund at a $471 deficit if his fees are 
$10,800. 


March 12, 1985 
A courthouse renovation project estimated between 
$9,000 and $8,000 is approved. Commissioners okay $2,000 as 
Crawford’s share of an incinerator feasibility study. (Craw- 
ford’s amount will likely be reduced to about $1,428 because 
another county wants to join in the study along with Crawford 
and five others.) Both items were not in the 1985 budget. 


The county commissioners held a special committee 
meeting with department heads Friday to discuss 1985 
budget problems and iook for long range solutions. New bud- 
get cuts proposed by President Reagan would cut federal 
revenue sharing by as much as $200,000 in Crawford County. 

These were among the money-saving ideas submitted to 
commissioners by county employees: 

Notify the Transportation Authority that you must with- 
draw what is left of your $30,000.00 airport appropriation, and 
suggest to the Authority that it petition the Board im- 
mediately for a special election for airport funding. The elec- 
tion will cost much less than the appropriation, and resolve 
the problem once and for all. Airport overspending, which 
has run as high as $50,000.00 in one year, has made it 
necessary for the County to cut back on vital services and run 
into deficit. 

Consider offering employees who waive county hospital- 
ization an incentive - .15¢ per hour ‘‘in lieu of” for example. 
On a 35-hour week, that would cost $273 per year for such an 
employee, as opposed to the average $2,000 per year for hos- 
pitalization. Some employees are carrying two coverages, 
and might be induced to change to a spouse’s plan if a reason- 
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CCTA Director Refuses

The Crawford AuSable School District is 
requesting a three year millage in a special 
election Tuesday, April 2. 
The millage request is for 17.9 mills - a 
renewal of 16.9 mills plus one mill for opera- 
tional purposes. 


Crawford AuSable Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds says the 17.9 mills will allow the 
school district to continue operations at the 
same level. The 17.9 mills would be a return 
to 1979-82 levels. The school board reduced 
the millage in 1982 by one mill and now 
they’re asking for the one mill back to con- 
tinue current services. 


The school board opted for a special elec- 
tion April 2 instead of waiting for the annual 
June school election to try to beat a deadline 
for collecting summer taxes. 

If voters approve the three-year millage 
request on April 2, the district can levy 
summer taxes and save about $100,000 in in- 
terest. 

Without summer taxes, school districts 
are forced to borrow to operate until winter 
taxes come in. A June election would be too 
late to collect summer taxes this year. 

District voters go to three polling places 
Tuesday, at the Grayling Middle School 
gym, the Frederic Township Hall, and the 
Lovells Township Hall. 


Lawsuit Filed Against 


Proposed Road Widening

Shirley and Norm Schmoock, of Grayling, 
have filed a lawsuit against the Crawford 
County Road Commission asking that road 
crews be prohibited from widening a road 
along their land. 

The lawsuit, filed in 46th Circuit Court 
March 21, says the county road commission 
is building a road across their property 
along AuSable Trail without permission, 
and clearing for the road began about 9 a.m. 
March 2}. 

The Schmoocks claim the read com- 
mission has no legal right to trespass on 
their property except to use the portion of 
AuSable Trail 24 feet wide commonly used 
for ingress and egress. 


They say in the lawsuit that the road 
commission offered no just compensation 
nor relief for the land and they found no 
record of the road commission filing an 
easement for road purposes in the Crawford 
County Abstract Office, 

The Schmoocks also say the road com- 
mission is disregarding pertinent iegal 
decisions with similar cases such as Laug

Lists 17 Miles 


Of Road Projects

The Crawford County Road Commission has listed more 
than 17 miles of county roads as possible 1985 paving or re- 


paving projects. 


The longest stretch of road on the list is a little more than 
four miles of Chase Bridge Road from M-18 to Pere Cheney 
Road. The proposed project calis for re-paving Chase Bridge 


Road at a width of 22 feet. 


Other re-paving projects on the list for 1985 are Sherman 
Road, Old 27, Roberts Road, and Old Lake Road. 
On Sherman Road, 1.4 miles from County Road 612 to 


versus the Ottawa County Road Com- 
mission. In that decision, the court ruled 
“that when a highway is appropriated for 


public use by the principal of user, there is a. 


statutory presumption that such a road is 66 
feet wide, but that this presumption is rebut- 
table unless it can be shown that the owner 
of the land expressly or impliedly agreed 
that the roadway was to be 66 feet wide. In 
eases where the presumption is rebutted, 
the roadway is restricted to that area ac- 
tually appropriated and used for road pur- 
poses.” 

The Schmoock lawsuit says the roadway 
proposed by the county road commission 
will make their property uninhabitable, it 
will cause immediate economic harm, and 
will cause mental anguish. 

The lawsuit asks that the road com- 
mission be prohibited from entering and 
destroying their property. 

The Schmoocks are not represented by an 
attorney in the lawsuit. 

John Keir, Crawford County Road Com- 
mission Engineer/Manager, said the road 
commission had not been served papers yet 
and he could not comment on the lawsuit. 


Raise Given By Board

David Frederick, director of the Crawford 
County Transportation Authority, refused a 
$4,800 raise given to him by the CCTA board 
last month. 

At the regular meeting of the CCTA Wed- 
nesday, March 20, Frederick said he is right 
in the middle of a fourth audit of the Dial-A- 
Ride system for the fiscal years 1981-82 and 


1982-83 before he took over leadership. — 


Frederick said the problems auditors are 
finding could be more extensive than expec- 
ted and an important showdown with the 
state concerning responsibility for mis- 
management of funds could be forthcoming. 

“Y'm the only one who can put the paper- 
work through on the raise,”’ Frederick said. 
“T have not and I’m not going to do it. Right 
now finishing these other things is more im- 
portant. I don’t want the petty, Mickey 
Mouse crap associated with the raise to get 
in the way of resolving more important 
issues.” 

Frederick says he intends on remaining 
with the system long enough to resolve these 
issues, but he recommended the CCTA ad- 
vertise the director position and interview 
qualified applicants. Frederick said he 
would not apply for the position but would 
not unequivocally state that he would turn 
down the job if it were offered to him. 


The board voted 5-0 to take no action and 
table Frederick’s recommendations. Jerry 
Morford, who made the motion, said he 
didn’t think it was right for a board with two 
interim members (Arnold Stancil and 
Monica Stephan-Ashton from Grayling 
Township) and an alternate (William Ruddy 
filling in for Bernie Fowler from the county) 
to take action right now. 


Mary Harland, chairwoman of the county 
board of commissioners and one of three 
persons attending the CCTA meeting, found 
it strange so much community interest was 
placed on the director’s salary increase 
than on the investigation that is really cost- 


ing the county. 

Frederick started as director of the CCTA 
on December 5, 1983, taking over duties 
previously held by Dial-A-Ride manager 
Chet Johnston. 

Frederick was appointed by the board, 
who did not advertise the position, and the 
CCTA set his salary at $19,200. 

The wages went to White Pine Avia- 
tion, Inc., a business owned by Frederick. 
Jeannette Kitchen said his salary was 
placed lower than the previous manager 
who earned about $21,000 with fringe 
benefits added in. Frederick had no fringe 
benefits. 


Kitchen said she and Morford were select- 
ed as a committee to look at the director’s 
salary. They arrived at the $24,000 recom- 
mendation plus fringe benefits after looking 
at pay scales for other systems, Frederick’s 
efficient work, his putting in excess of 60 
hours with frequent seven day weeks, his 
knowledge of equipment, his knowledge of 
airport operations, his ability to effectively 
communicate both verbally and in corres- 
pondence, and his changes in the system 
that saved taxpayers $30,000 in state funds, 
$7,000 in federal funds, and $90,000 in local 
funds during his one year tenure. 


Morford said Frederick should have 
received a raise in December, 1984. 
Frederick’s salary of $19,200 is paid 67 per- 
cent from state and federal transportation 
funds, 13 percent from fare box revenues of 
Dial-A-Ride, and 20 percent from county 
Dial-A-Ride millage. His responsibilities as 
airport manager were given to him a few 
months after he was hired as CCTA director 
and he was given no extra pay for his airport 
duties — in effect volunteering his work as 
airport manager. 

Morford said there is only one other 
county in the state that has a combined Dial- 
A-Ride and airport director and that 
position in Chippewa County has a salary of 
$32,000. 
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House Road is proposed for re-paving. On Old 27, 2.25 miles 
from the Big Wheel to Fletcher Road is proposed for re- 
paving. On Old Lake Road, a half mile from M-72 through 
Karen Woods is proposed for re-paving. The width of the re- 
surfacing on those three projects is 22 feet. 

On Roberts Road, .7 miles from North Down River Road 
north is proposed for re-paving. The width of the re-surfacing 
on Roberts will be 20 feet. 

Seven gravel roads in the county are on the list as possi- 
ble paving projects for 1985. 

The longest stretch among these proposed projects is a 
two mile length of AuSable Trail from M-72 to Pollack 
Bridge. Hiawatha Trail from County Road 612 north has 1.34 
miles of paving proposed. Arrawhead Road from M72 ts 
‘rimberidge has 1.1 miles of paving preposed. Petersen or 
Rabbitt Read from County Road 612 to Feidhauser Ruad has 
1.1 miles of paving proposed. 

Jones Lake Road from AuSable Woods to the “Y’’ has 
1.09 miles of paving proposed. May Lake Road from Old 27 to 
County Road 612 has one mile of paving proposed. Roy L. 
Estates Road has three quarters of a mile of paving proposed

Review

During 1984, 10,039 calls 
were handled by the DNR 
RAP (Report All Poaching) 
Hotline. Of these 3,848 com- 
plaints (38%) were referred 
to the field, resulting in 478 
arrests. This resulted in an 
arrest to complaint ratio of 
12.4%. This is an increase of 
2.3% over 1983 and is 
especially significant in light 
of staggering personnel 
reductions. This percentage 
is one of the highest of the 
states which have similar 
programs. 

The reward system is ef- 
fective in providing incen- 
tives for persons to become 
involved in the protection of 
our wildlife resources. 
During 1984, 104 reward ap- 
plications were processed 
and a total of $18,850 was 
paid. (Most callers aren’t in- 
terested in the reward). Sin- 
ce the program’s inception 
$64,050 hasbeen paid. 

The hotline system is an 
important tool in monitoring 
the magnitude and type of 


. ‘game violations within the 


state; it affords the public a 
direct link to the Law Enfor- 
cement Division and has 
proven to be a deterrent to 
game law violations. We are 
at present studying means of 
increasing the effectiveness 
of the system. You are urged 
to make use of it. But 
remember, contacting your 
local officer can save much 
time, which may be critical. 
I would also like to remind 
you that 1985 fishing licenses 
are required starting April 1.

Doodies From 
The Tall Timber

I hope the past few articles 
have provided a little infor- 
mation regarding just one 
phase of the logging industry 
in this State as it was from 
1860 to 1900. By conservative 
estimate log marks were 
used to identify at least 160 
billion board feet of lumber 
in log form. Other, perhaps 
more realistic, estimates 
place the figure at 212 billion 
board feet of lumber. That 
alone indicates that logging 
was vig business, Dut con- 
sider other figures for just 
the year of 1871 which was 
not a peak year by any 
means. In that year, 5,204 
men were working in the 
sawmills and more than 
10,600 in the woods and this 
was in the forst from which 
the rivers ran into Lake 
Huron. On the West side of 
the state (those rivers ran 
into Lake Michigan) there 
were 25,000 men working out 
of more than 800 logging 
camps. In the city of 
Muskegon alone it has been 
estimated that 1000 men 
worked in the sawmills. 

If you are interested in 
more information on log 
marks the bulk of the infor- 
mation I have used came 
from a booklet titled ‘‘Mich- 
igan Log Marks” published 
by West Michigan Historical 
Reprints, 995 Hendricks 
Road, Muskegon, Mich. 
49441. You can order direct 
from them or the Hartwick 
Pines Natural History Asso- 
ciation has them for sale.

Budget officials have urged legistators to 
move cautiously on tax rollbacks, teliing

. Governor James Blanchard’s own $65

- Since the Governor’s budget was proposed

worsened so that instead of a surplus at the 
end of fiscal 1985-86, there will be a zero 
balance or a deficit. 

If a Senate-approved tax rollback plan is 
enacted, the state could have a deficit of 
some $300 million by the end of that fiscal 
year, he said. 

Clay added the budget department will 
revise its forecasts and budget estimates 


based on newer revenue figures and factors.

of removing Japanese trade restraints on 
automobiles. 

He said the Legislature should not move 
rapidly on either property or income tax 
rollbacks, and said the Governor wants bud- 
get decisions made prior to or at least at the 
same time as tax decisions. 

If there is money left over after adoption 


' of an “appropriate” budget, Clay said the 


Governor favors property tax relief and if 
there is more or if tax exemptions are 
closed, an income tax rollback could be sup- 
ported. Even though he said the items he

around with whom to talk or review things 
who has the same problems you have. 

A small-town newspaper is the only game 
in town, so to speak; and if there is another 
newspaper in the same town, the editor and 
publisher probably wouldn’t trade secrets 
or discuss problems anyway, because the 
competition is keen.

Small-town newspaper telephone bills are 
high, too, as solitary editors or publishers 
dial their friends and colleagues in other 
cities — friends who have been met and 
cultivated at meetings and conferences — 
just to talk...just to sort through problems... 
just to learn from soneone else’s experien- 
ces. ” 

This isolation is not limited to governors 
and editors, however; I’m Sure any business 
or professional person in a Solitary field has 
similar feelings. 

But, as Gov. Blanchard also pointed out, 
there are rewards in all fields, just as Blan- 


chard has found. Job isolation, however, isa. 


lesson that must be learned.

mistic saying, ‘I don’t think the $68 million 
surplus is eliminated. We’re reviewing it.” 

Clay said general fund revenues in the 
current year are already $40 million higher 
than estimated, which he said will increase 
the current year surplus carried into the 
next year, but said several factors — some 
definite, some only possibie — will offset 
that. ; 

The most important of those, he said, is a 
$70-80 million revenue loss in 1985-86 by 
removal of Japanese trade restraints. 

Other items include $25-35 million more to 
run new prison facilities, $5 million to State 
Police and trial court employee pay raises, 
$75 million in federal budget cuts with $3040 
million of that in the Medicaid program, $20 
million for University of Michigan hospital 
construction that the state is trying to have 
paid by insurers, $22 million in increased 
costs if the Governor’s veto of the Medicaid 
abortion bill is overridden, $25-50 million in 
Medicaid inflation costs, and $17 million in 
lost coverage of outpatient mental health 
services if a federal waiver is not renewed. 

He also said his best guess of federal cuts 
assumes a $200 million cut to local govern- 
ments from revenue sharing. 

Taxation Committee Chairman Repre- 
sentative Lynn Jondahl (D-East Lansing) 
said the management and budget figures 
“leads me to argue that we must be real 
cautious as we decide what to do (about tax 
cuts) because there are enough other 
elements to jeopardize our stability.” 

But Representative William Bryant (R- 
Grosse Pointe Farms), ranking Republican 
on the committee, said with revenues up, he 
remains convinced a surplus exists because 
spending items remain within the Legisla- 
ture’s discretion. 

He. said, however, a: rollback ‘decision 


must take into consideration elements such. 


as Japanese imports and federal budget 
cuts. 

Bryant said the resnonsihility for hudgat 
revision rests with the Governor, since at 
the moment he considers the original spend- 
ing proposal to be the maximum amount for 
the fiscal year.

In the ten years 
in the wrecker business 
never have I seen the people 
who are on call 24 hours a 
day, 365 days a year, given 
any mention of cleaning up 
these imesses, day or night, 
sub-zero weather or on a 
sunny day. 

Riker Towing was called 
to this accident scene a little 
after 8 a.m. and didn’t get 
back to our business until 
6:30 p.m. that night. I per- 
sonally was responsible to 
co-ordinate the hiring of the 
work force that cleaned up 
the fuel spillage, the wreck- 
ed truck & trailer and the 
load of steel. We didn’t do it 
by ourselves. Without the 
professional manner. of the 
Crawford County Sheriff 
department, the State of 
Michigan’s Department of 
Natural Resources and the 
Crawford County Road Com- 
mission, the rest of us could 
not have done our jobs. 

T hired Dean Welch to send 
out a tractor trailer to load 
the 22 tons of steel onto. Also 
hired Jack Millikins Inc.

a dump truck, and a forklift. 
The contaminated soil was 


hauled to an authorized land- 
fil. This means [I was 
responsible to see that all 
these people were paid for 
their services.

While these sub contrac- 
tors were doing their part 
Riker Towing was ousy in 
retrieving tractor and trailer 
and loading over 44,000 lbs.

HARRISON — While Rose- 
mary Coon wages a losing 
battle against a life- 
threatening liver disease, 
her friends are fighting the 
clock. 

Relatives and neighbors of 
Coon in this mid-Michigan 
town of 1,700 are hoping to 
raise at least $50,000 to 
$60,000 by April 4 to pay for 
a liver transplant operation 
doctors say is needed to keep 
her alive. 

Coon, a 21-year-old Central 
Michigan University  stu- 
dent, has suffered since the 
age of 6 from chronic active 
hepatitis, but her condition 
has worsened in recent 
weeks. 

And the operation she’s 
hoping to undergo at 
Rochester Methodist Hos- 
pital in Minnesota could cost 
$150,000 to $225,000 -- a bur- 
den the family can’t 
shoulder, even with the help 
of her father’s insurance 
policy. 

“She's a delightful person, 
has a very positive attitude, 
is strongly motivated and 
has an excellent family sup- 
port system,” said Jurine 
Schellberg, a member of the 
Medical Social Services 
Department at the Mayo 
Clinic. 

The operation would be 
performed by a team of 
specialists from the Mayo 
Clinic led by Dr. Ruud Krom 
— just 22 years after the 
nation’s first successful liver 
transplant. 

‘When I was talking to her 
about transplantation, she 
asked when it might occur 
and I said, ‘Why?’ She said, 
‘Well, I’m really concerned 
because my younger 
brother, Peter, will graduate 
from high school this spring 
and IJ really wouldn’t want to 
have a transplant at the time 
when he’s going to graduate 
because I don’t want to 
detract from his day of cele- 
bration,” Schellberg recalls. 
‘‘And I thought, ‘Boy, that’s 
aneat gal.’ ” 

A bank account in Coon’s 
name has been established 
at the First of America Bank 
in Harrison for those wishing 
to contribute .. money. to 
defray the cost of her opera- 
tion. 

“Rosemary's doing great 
as far as her spirits and 
everything,’ said Coon’s 
aunt, Elaine Ecklin, of 
Harrison. ‘I don’t know how 
she’s held up this long.” 

Ecklin and others are 
hoping residents here will 
raise enough money for the 
operation — without which 
her chances of survival are 
slim, family members say. 

“The liver is completely 
deteriorated now,” Ecklin 
said, “If she doesn’t get the 
operation, it would be 18 
months at the very most. I’m 
hoping the (group’s) chan- 
ces of raising enough money 
are good. I think the com- 
munity will pull together. 
They always come through, 
one way or another.” 

“TY think the cost (of the 
operation) is a terribly high 
figure, but I told the people 
to think about raising $10,000 
and if we get that, go for 
$20,000. The support has 
been tremendous. Our
